PRESIDENT GEORGE BUSH 
DID SOMETHING REMARKABLE 


SEVERAL DAYS AGO. ACTUALLY 
mentioned the number of Americans who 
have died in Iraq — 1864 and climbing. 

Bush’s reference to the dead comes at a 
time when his standing in opinion polls is 
lower even than Richard Nixon’s during the 
depths of Watergate. In those days of constitu- 
tional crisis Nixon mustered an approval rating 
of 39 percent. Today, Bush scores 36 percent. 

Bush spoke in a context intended to bolster 
support for the Iraqi constitution, seriously 
flawed document that is a recipe for intensify- 
ing the low-level civil war now being waged by 
that gang of out-of-nation Islamic terrorists 
and in-state die-hard supporters Saddam 
Hussein who have come to be known collec- 
tively as insurgents. 

Rather than promote a Western-style plural- 
istic democracy, the existing Iraqi constitution 
contains more loopholes than the US tax code. 
The worst of these loopholes can be used to de- 
ny women liberties and rights while simultane- 
ously opening the door for religious courts to re- 
view and overturn civil, secular legislation. 

So much for democracy in Iraq, the latest 
reason Bush cites as justification for his war 
and the death and dismemberment of our sol- 
diers, not to mention the even greater number 
casualties suffered Iraqi civilians. 

Just as Bush lied about the threat posed by 
nonexistent weapons of mass destruction, and 
just lied about the direct threat Iraq 
posed to the United States as a staging ground 
for international terror, so he lies now about 
the virtues of the Iraqi constitution. 

Bush wants his war appear antiseptic, 
relatively bloodless and bodiless. A complicit 
and cowardly mainstream press passively col- 
laborates with a cold and calculating White 
House to keep the images of carnage out of the 
sight of a squeamish — if not any longer docile 
— public. The rest of the world may be free to 
see and know the truth. Americans, in the 
Bush scheme of things, are free to be ignorant. 

But, as the polls show, even ignorance 
not infinitely elastic. appears have 
a hard limit, and Bush seems to have hit it. 
More than two years of lies and hollow 
optimism have finally caught with 
the president. 

Perhaps that is why the story of Cindy Shee- 
han has had such resonance. As a mother who 
lost her son in this dubious adventure, Shee-

CDs for e-label concept 


It was bound to happen. In the 
era of iPods and MP3 blogs, 
compact discs are about as use- 
less as dial-up modems. This 
past Monday at an conference 
in Aspen, Colorado, Warner 
Music chairman and CEO Edgar 
Bronfman Jr. declared that his 
company’s future would lie in the 
tenuous concept of an “e-label,” 
an online means of distribution 
that will have e-label artists re- 
lease three songs at a time, 
rather than entire albums every 
couple of years. And, perhaps 
Most important, the bands 
(Green Day, Hot Hot Heat, and 
Madonna are in Warner’s sta- 
ble) will retain all the copy- 
rights and ownership their 
master recordings. 

Nicholas Reville, director of 
Downhill Battle, thinks the 
major labels are ready to crum- 
ble. “There’s just no real place 
for giant corporate music com- 
panies the real-level online 
market,” says Reville, whose 
Worcester-based nonprofit has 
been working reform major- 


label monopolies since 2003. “If 
things keep moving that di- 
rection, then why would you 
need these layers and layers of 
management?” 

“I don’t think this is meant 
interest developing artists 
who desperately need market- 
ing support,” theorizes New- 
bury Comics CEO Mike Dreese. 
“It’s of interest to bands like 
Radiohead whose income 
comes from different streams 
and [who don’t] necessarily 
want to tie up their musical 
rights for more than couple 
of years.” Nevertheless, Dreese 
is aware that with the death of 
the CD, the notion of brick- 
and-mortar record chains is also 
danger. “We are longer 
gatekeepers of access to con- 
tent, and that’s a tough 
change,” he admits. “That's 
exciting: 
consumers are going to rule 
the world. It’s a matter of 
everybody else recognizing that 
reality and saying, ‘What can 
provide?’”

Marshall 
writes in the liner notes. 

Harvard grad with undergrad 
degree English, Marshall started rap- 
ping when he was 13. He dabbled in 
bands throughout his time at Cam- 
bridge Rindge and Latin. Five years ago, 
began making music with comput- 
ers. Since then, he’s become not only a 
musical scholar, but a laptop DJ, a 
homegrown producer, an after-school 
teacher, and something respected 
music blogger. He is currently finishing 
his dissertation through the University 
of Wisconsin-Madison, a 100-pages- 
plus paper that focuses predomi- 
nantly on the musical migration 
of one specific “riddim” — 

reggae parlance for rhythm 
— first used in Alton Ellis’s 

1967 song “Mad Mad Mad.” 
That riddim ended up in 
100-plus subsequent 


tunes, from Yellowman’s “Zungunzung” 
to Black Star’s “Definition” to Tego 
Calderon’s “Bonsai.” 

“Lcan’t submit Boston Jerk for [academ- 
ic] credit, unfortunately,” says Marshall. 
“I do think that it’s actually pretty cru- 
cial to my study: it expresses things that 
I can’t express in writing. And I like the 
idea of scholarship moving outside of its 
traditional realms and embracing tech- 
nology and embracing the arts.” 
Crouched over his laptop in the living 
toom of the Cambridge apartment he 
shares with his computer-programmer 
wife, Becca, Marshall clicks through a 
track list in the sequencer software 
Fruity Loops Studio and smiles. think 
I’m going to sneak it in as an appendix.” 

Marshall is something of a sound 
collector. While working as a substitute 
instructor in the Cambridge public- 
school system, he brought along a mini- 
disc recorder and a mike to capture 
“these amazing little moments 
hilarity or beauty” that kept happening 
in the classroom. His recordings culmi- 
nated in 2002’s No Substitute, a 20-track 
release of rhymes interwoven with 
“musique concrete” snippets: students 
pledging allegiance to the flag, a looped 
backing track made entirely of splashing 
water, a dance-hall rhythm arranged 
from clanging school bells and slamming 
books. He says, “I’m into these little 
moments of the everyday.” 

Marshall takes that same approach 
Boston Jerk. His idea of a rap skit is a con- 
versation about authorship backed 
against bug noises. He morphs dog barks, 
matutinal roosters, radio samples, and 
taxi-driver conversation bits into 
arrangements. 

“What this [approach] really grows 
out of is the way that hip-hop trained 
my ears to listen for loops,” explains 
Marshall. “I was listening for loops in 
Bob Dylan and jazz and gamelan music 
before I was listening for loops in the 
world around me. That really comes out 
hip-hop and its sample-based tradi- 
tion and the way that it gets people to 
listen to the world differently.”

Dr. Lyle Craker, a professor of plant 

and soil sciences at UMass Amherst, 
has been trying since 2001 to get a license 
from the Drug Enforcement Administra- 
tion (DEA) to grow research-grade marijua- 
na for use in Food and Drug Administra- 
tion-approved studies of the plant’s poten- 
tial to become a legally prescribed medi- 
cine. Last December, after more than three 
years of stonewalling, the DEA officially 
rejected his application, holding that his 
study “would not be consistent with the 
public interest.” (See 
“Up in Smoke,” Decem- 
ber 17, 2004.) 

Now Craker, along 
with the Belmont-based 
Multidisciplinary Asso- 
ciation for Psychedelic 
Studies(MAPS)andthe 
ACLU’s DrugLaw Reform “ie 
Project, is challenging that 
ruling. Hearings began in 
Washington this week be- 
fore DEA administrative-law 
judge Mary Ellen Bittner. Sup- 
porters hope the pro- 
ceedings will end 
the DEA’s obstruction 
and remove the federal 
government’s monopoly on 
research marijuana.

Last month, Democratic Massachu- 
setts representatives John Olver and 
Michael Capuano sent a letter to DEA 
administrator Karen Tandy, expressing 
“strong support” for issuing Dr. Craker’s 
license and pointing out that NIDA’s 
monopoly makes little sense since the 
DEA has licensed privately funded pro- 
duction of other Schedule I drugs, such 
as MDMA and LSD. (MAPS has funded 
studies using independently produced 
MDMA and psilocybin.) 

“The government is basically scared 
of this research,” says Doblin, during a 
break in testimony. “They want it two 
ways. They want to say there’s not 
enough research to make marijuana into 
a medicine, and they want to block the 
research.” Still, he feels reasonably 
confident that the DEA’s decision might 
be reversed. “My sense is that the judge 
is fair, she’s asking good questions, I 
have a lot of respect for the way she’s in- 
teracted with us so far.” Time will tell if 
his optimism well-founded. There will 
be another week of testimony toward the 
end of September, and another (if need 
be) in December, before Judge Bittner 
makes a recommendation to the head of 
the DEA. the meantime, Doblin will

Special Election 


Four pols, 
$500,000, 
one winner 


In a late-summer special-election 
primary, it’s hard enough to find 
anyone likely to vote, let alone 
to convince those people which 
of four viable options they 
should choose. 

That’s why four Democratic 
candidates are spending about 
half-million dollars to fill 
Charles E. Shannon’s vacant 
state Senate seat (Shannon died 
of cancer in April). Ten thousand 
voters throughout parts of Med- 
ford, Somerville, Woburn, and 
Winchester are expected to go to 
the polls August 30. 

Among the candidates, Patri- 
cia Jehlen, currently a state rep- 
resentative, has spent the most 
money — about $90,000 through 
the August 12 campaign-finance- 
reporting date and has almost 
$60,000 more in the bank. Her 
long-standing support for pro- 
gressive issues, including repro- 
ductive rights and gay marriage, 
has helped her gain the backing 
some key special-interest 
groups, which have pitched 
with their own mailings and 
provided her with volunteers. 

Former state rep Joseph 
Mackey also has considerable 
liberal credentials. He’s.spent 
just over $80,000; his big-ticket 
gamble was a flashy CD-ROM 
handout that not only pushed 
his message, but got him extra 
press coverage. 

Due to a family medical 
emergency, Michael Callahan, 
a member of the Governor’s 
Council, has not filed his re- 
quired pre-election finance re- 
port, but most his spending 
can gleaned from previous 
filings. Callahan claims to have 
spent roughly $80,000, and to 
have $33,000 left. He’s used 
mailings and automated “robo- 
calls,” but also plans to knock on 
plenty of doors. 

And finally Paul Casey, 
another representative looking 
to move to the Senate, has 
spent only a little over $40,000. 
That’s gone almost entirely to 
mailings and phone calls; he 
claims to have personally 
knocked on 10,000 doors, more 
than anyone in the race. As the 
least-liberal candidate op- 
poses gay marriage, for instance 
— Casey may well enjoy the ad- 
vantage of standing out against 
the others. 

The winner will take on the 
lone Republican, William White 
Jr., in the general election.

In separate incidents on Tuesday, July 26, mothers in Falls 
Church, Virginia, and Zephyrhills, Florida, kicked their 
young sons (ages four and seven, respectively) out of their 
cars on busy highways and abandoned them as punishment 
for back talk.

That was August 20, 
2004. The soft-spoken 
plumber has been in the Bris- 
tol County Jail gym ever 
since.

The policy, introduced part the 1988 
Anti-Drug Abuse Act, was originally conceived 
address major drug crimes perpetrated 
noncitizens. For the most part, aggravated 
felonies combated murder drug-and-weapon 
trading. But 1996’s Illegal Immigration Reform 
and Immigrant Responsibility Act (IRAIRA) ex- 
panded the list to include drastically less-sig- 
nificant crimes, including those for which of- 
fenders serve just one year or less in jail. While 
the measure initially targeted undocumented 
immigrants, advocates say that since 9/11, an 
increasing number legal residents like 
Young have gotten pulled under along the way. 
(It’s difficult to say how much those numbers 
have really changed, since all aliens who have 
been the country for more than one year are 
included the same category. They make 
about 25 percent of all deportations.) 

“ICE is using all these types of tactics in 
the name of homeland security,” says Paromi- 
ta Shah, director of the Boston-based Nation- 
Immigration Project. think there’s been 
handful arrests that are related terror- 
ism. It’s outrageous. They’re focusing on peo- 
ple with very minor criminal convictions.” 


NOT TERRORISM 
It’s tempting pin the current harsh 
immigration climate post-9/11 mentality. 
After the terrorist attacks of 2001, Congress 
formed Department Homeland Security 
(DHS), and has since funneled billions of dol- 
lars toward immigration enforcement as one 
way to root out potentially dangerous aliens. 
But immigration advocates say all began 
back the 1990s, with IRAIRA. Indeed, DHS 
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statistics show a leap of nearly 125 percent in 
formal immigrant removals between 1995 and 
1997, from 50,924 to 114,432. The difference is 
that now, enforcers are under more pressure, 
publicly and financially, detain and deport. 
By 2003, deportations and removals reached 


186,151. DHS highlights the increase in criminal 


cases (like Young’s), “including those pertain- 
ing to narcotics and terrorism.” Those numbers 
jumped 116 percent between 1994 and 1999, and 
another four percent between 2002 and 2003. 
“What September has done give this 
national-security veneer,” says Washington, 


DC-based immigration lawyer Joan Fried- 
land, the National Immigration Law Cen- 
ter. “So then you argue, ‘Look, this doesn’t 
have anything to do with national security.’ 
But people are frightened and they’ll accept 
anything that makes people feel better.” 

“Everybody — our side too — cares about 
national security,” she adds, pre-emptively 
addressing soft-on-terror accusation. “But 
wouldn’t you prefer measures that actually 
mean something?” 

Instead, we get smoke and mirrors, 
Shah says. “ICE flags certain dangerous 
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individuals, and puts them on their Web site 
as people who are dangerous to society and 
dangerous to our communities. They certainly 
don’t put up, don’t hear about, the thou- 
sands of people who have served a sentence 
{and] who now have an aggravated felony. 

“And those people are connected to their 
families, have jobs, pay their taxes, are mem- 
bers of society for all intents and purposes,” she 
continues. “I think what ICE has done is capi- 
talize on that system ... to bring them in and 
then say, ‘Oh, look at all these dangerous crimi- 
nal aliens 


As a result, legal residents who have al- 
ready served time for their offenses are de- 
tained indefinitely, in most cases without 
bail, and in many cases without a lawyer. 
(In immigration court, unlike in the crimi- 
nal system, lawyers are not guaranteed.) 

“In the ICE world, you're guilty until 
proven innocent,” Young says. And “it’s taken 
its toll.” One of the worst effects? Since he’s 
been in jail, Young's girlfriend of seven years 
has left him. “That was [a] killer,” he says. 

But even immigrant advocates place 
more blame on the policy than on those 
who enforce it. “ICE really pickle 
enforcing a broken law,” says Ali Noorani, 
executive director of the Massachusetts Im- 
migrant and Refugee Advocacy Coalition. 

Relief could come in the form of the Se- 
cure America and Orderly Immigration Act of 
2005, introduced this May by Senators John 
McCain (R-Arizona) and Edward Kennedy 
(D-Massachusetts). Known by immigration 
reformers as the McCain-Kennedy Act, it 
would bolster enforcement while making it 
easier for immigrants to navigate the system, 
become citizens, and understand both their 
rights and responsibilities, proponents say. 

“The challenge right now is that things 
moving against the immigrant communi- 
ty are moving much more quickly and 
much more loudly,” Noorani says. “The 
emphasis is on enforcement. Congress 
would much rather spend money on de- 
taining, deporting, and keeping people 
from actually entering the country” than 
on helping immigrants. 


SHRED HOPE 

The Youngs, whose already-cluttered apart- 
ment now overflows with legal papers and 
manila file folders, have spent upwards of 
$5000 on legal fees, plus several thousand 
more on research and phone bills. In late 
September, Young’s lawyers will try to prove 
their client’s derivative citizenship. 

And they may just have a case. 

Over the past year, armed with only the 
name of Young’s biological father (which 
the Phoenix agreed to keep confidential), the 
Youngs followed paper trail personnel 
and motor-vehicle records to the man’s last- 
known address in South Carolina. At the 
end of June, Rod Young, along with 
Markus'’s half-brother and brother-in-law, 
drove straight through the night to procure 
a paternity test from the surprised and skit- 
tish man. The saliva-test results (99.9994 
percent accurate) prove Markus Young’s 
American ancestry. Now, his lawyers are 
weaving together state laws with immigra- 
tion regulations, building a strong case for 
his citizenship. 

If these efforts don’t work, Young will be 
shipped to Germany, a country where he 
doesn’t know the people, the language, or 
the customs. He will be unable to seek read- 
mission to the United States for 10 years. 

Rod Young wonders how his son’s 
pot smoking threatens national security. 
“How are you guys protecting us from 
terrorism?” he asks into a void. “I've 
never seen a greater boondoggle bureaucra- 
cy.”Certainly, nothing prepared Young and 
his parents for the past year’s ordeal, nor 
can anything ready them for the very real 
possibility that he will be deported. His 
mother, who now sees her son only in 
handcuffs and shackles, seems still to be in 
shock. “He has no knowledge of Germany,” 
she says with a lingering accent when 
asked to envision the worst-case scenario.

HOW MEDIA WEB SITE CHANGING 
THE FACE AND PACE MEDIA CULTURE 


Public life has sped dramatically over the past years so. Politicians, 
Hollywood, corporate chieftains, and other newsmakers all have had learn 
how respond news instantly it’s being made. Call “The CNN Effect,” 


a phrase that entered news jargon in the 1990s 
when the phenomenon jelled, thanks to the 
instant flood of real-time images of suffering 
and conflict transmitted from hot spots like 
Iraq, Somalia, and Bosnia. Cable television — 
fortified by talk radio — shattered older, more- 
leisurely news cycles and replaced them with a 
new form of instant reality that was more 
treacherous for the players and more emotion- 
ally charged for audiences and readers. 

Now, decade later, comes what call 
“The Romenesko Effect” — named after Jim 
Romenesko, who started a media Web site six 
years ago which transforming the news 
industry similar fashion. Using the new 
technology of the Internet to infuse newsroom 
scandals, gossip, and griping with tradition- 
soaked debates about journalistic ethics and 
practices, Romenesko and other online practi- 
tioners have democratized the closed and 
often-secretive news culture and put pressure 
media executives act more quickly under 
far greater scrutiny. The result: a heightened 
perception public accountability. 

In the old days, media controversies might 
merit mention in places like Newsweek or the 
Columbia Journalism Review and would stay 
entombed inside the journalism world. Now, 


they instantly erupt into national scandals 
that bounce around the media echo chamber 
and often penetrate the broader public con- 
sciousness. Sometimes, they even end up on 
the pages the media outlets where the prob- 
lem originated. 

Anumber of online sites now serve as clear- 
ing houses for journalism-related news and 
analysis. They include the Daily Briefing 
the Project for Excellence in Journalism, a 
media-research center and think tank; Media- 
bistro.com, organization that began 
gathering spot for media types and produces 
Morning Newsfeed and half-dozen blogs; 
Want Media, which often focuses the busi- 
ness news and posts stories throughout the 
day; and CJRDaily, a site that grew out of 
Columbia Journalism Review's efforts to monitor 
election coverage and is devoted to media criti- 
cism and analysis. 

The expanding blogosphere — where me- 
dia scrutiny tends to be more ideologically 
driven also becoming force. Among 
other things, bloggers played role dis- 
crediting a 60 Minutes Wednesday broadcast that 
questioned George W. Bush’s military record. 
They also helped publicize remarks made 
CNN executive Eason Jordan about the US 


military targeting journalists in Iraq, which 
led to his resignation. 

But the master of the genre is Romenesko’s 
home on the Web site of the Poynter Institute, 
a Florida-based center for journalism instruc- 
tion. A former Milwaukee Journal police reporter, 
Romenesko collects reporting, gossip, com- 
mentary, letters, and memos from and about 
the journalism profession. By establishing a 
kind of town square where an event in one 
newsroom can be instantly relayed to a wide 
audience and then trigger a noisy clash over 
values and standards, Romenesko wields sig- 
nificant influence on media culture. 

Take the case of ex-Miami Herald columnist 
Jim DeFede. 

On July 27, DeFede was fired by the paper 
after he secretly taped a phone call with a pub- 
lic official under indictment right before that 
official killed himself. 

News of DeFede’s firing triggered an in- 
tense reaction that made its way to Rome- 
nesko, with DeFede and his supporters claim- 
ing his punishment was unduly harsh. Expla- 
nations from the Herald executives, petition 
backing DeFede, and DeFede’s call for an out- 
side negotiator to resolve his status were all 
quickly posted. A professional arbitrator even 
wrote to Romenesko, saying the negotiator op- 
tion was unrealistic. Everyone and his uncle 
had an opinion. 

Finally, after Romenesko linked story 
from the weekly newspaper New Times airing 
the theory that Knight Ridder CEO Tony Ridder 
had ordered the DeFede firing, Herald executive 
editor Tom Fiedler fired back with a memo tak- 
ing responsibility for the termination. The 
memo was posted Romenesko, course. 

“Typically, I wouldn’t have responded to an 
article the NewTimes,” Fiedler says. “Since 
appeared in Romenesko .. . I felt it was impor- 
tant to respond.” 

Asked how feels about having personnel 
decision become a national controversy, Fiedler 
says, would not any way advocate cone 
silence descending over when have make 
these kinds decisions.” But acknowledges 
that Romenesko “does become a factor in deci- 
sion-making and the execution of a decision.” 

For his part, DeFede says the online debate 
“in some ways helped wasn’t 
something I necessarily had control over. The 
power of Romenesko is, it's completely unbri- 
dled. There controlling it.” 


THE GATEKEEPER 

In an e-mail message, Romenesko writes, “I’m 
happy post links about journalism issues 
and invite discussions, but I’m not sure how 
much clout my site has . . . Jim DeFede hasn’t 
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been rehired the Miami Herald and newspaper 
owners have yet to lower their profit goals. I 
don’t think news bosses go: ‘I'd better do this 
because that’s the consensus of Romenesko 
Letters contributors.’” 

Romenesko is right to suggest that he is 
only the gatekeeper. And unlike other, 
more-freewheeling and unsavory online ag- 
gregators such as Matt Drudge, he plays by 
tules that don’t conflict with the profession's 
standards. But what he does has turned out 
to be nothing short of revolutionary.

Gone are the 
days when news 
executives could simply 
resolve problems behind 
closed doors. They 
assume the details of 
meetings and memos 
will be leaked — and act 
accordingly. And it 
doesn’t seem too far- 
fetched suggest that 
Romenesko-generated 
buzz has affected some 
key decisions. 

think that 
Howell Raines and Ger- 
ald Boyd would have lost 
their jobs” before Rome- 
nesko, says Cleveland 
Plain Dealer editor Doug 
Clifton, discussing the 
2003 resignations the 
top two New York Times ed- 
itors in the wake of the 
Jayson Blair scandal. 
Clifton’s view of the 
Raines matter isn’t 
shared by everyone, but 
his sense of Romenesko’s 
impact pretty much is. 

Former Boston Globe 
editor Matt Storin dealt 
with the scandal-scarred 1998 departures of 
columnists Mike Barnicle and Patricia Smith 
before the Romenesko era. “In a business [that 
in] so many ways has gotten tougher, it’s one 
more irritant for an editor,” he says. “Looking 
at it from afar now, seeing the number of edi- 
tors who resign and the number of editors who 
are in trouble, it does have the feel of an indus- 
try turning itself.” 

Washington Post media writer Howard Kurtz 
says that “to the extent that Jim Romenesko 
and others provide a megaphone [for what] 
were once very local media controversies, I 
think that’s healthy . . . because it boosts the 
accountability of the business.” 

mid August, Romenesko readers began 
seeing stories and letters arguing that Wash- 
ington Post decision to co-sponsor the Pentagon’s 
September “Freedom Walk” represented 
unwise conflict of interest. By August 15, there 
was a Clear sense of mounting internal opposi- 
tion to the march. On that afternoon, Rome- 
nesko posted online chat which Kurtz ex- 
pressed his concern, well story report- 
ing that the paper’s union leadership was ask-

day, people were call- 
ing me... every TV 
station, radio station 
in the area, Editor @ Pub- 
lisher, the AP.” 

“I was just in 
shock,” he adds. “I felt 
I was going to be ter- 
minated, so I re- 
signed.” The reporters 
lost their jobs as well. 
On July 29, Sykes wrote 
a letter to Romenesko 
apologizing and saying 
that “I understand the 
factors that caused 
this story to spread 
across the globe.” 

In an interview, 
Sykes suggests the 
pressure of wide- 
spread attention 
turned what might 
have been forgivable 
mistake into a bigger 
offense. Given “the 
atmosphere self- 
immolation the busi- 
ness is in, I felt it was 
incumbent on me to 
say something [on 
Romenesko],” he 
adds. “A little bit of 
understanding need- 
ed to be brought to 
the situation.” 

The Plain Dealer’s 
Clifton was recently 
ensnared in a contro- 
versy that was greatly 
magnified by that me- 
dia town square. On 
June 30, Clifton wrote 
a column stating that 
because of the pres- 
sure on journalists to 
reveal their sources, 
his paper was not run- 
ning two important 
stories that came from 
leaks and could trig- 
ger an investigation. 

The follow-up 
commentary and stories Clifton’s reve- 
lation played out Romenesko. And 
an NPR interview, the editor said he had 
received 200 letters on the subject calling 
him a “coward.” 

Clifton says the knowledge that internal 
Matters will find their way online “alters the 
level of candor within your own newsroom. It 
amplifies controversies beyond their intrinsic 
merits, and the thing has megaphone ef- 
fect.” Still, he concludes that the “light of day 
is always a better thing in the long run.” 

The Miami Herald’s Fiedler more or less 
agrees. Noting that his paper counts on the 
idea of state government being open and ac- 
countable, Fiedler understands why his de- 
cisions are subject to the same kind scrutiny 
in the Romenesko era.

ew people spend much time considering 
which brand almonds buy. But pro- 
gressives just might want to take that ex- 
tra moment the next time they’re in the 
snack aisle. That's because a Florida 
company called US Sugar Corp. owns Blue Dia- 
mond almonds, and Sugar’s founder and co- 
CEO, Donald G. Tobin, serves on the board of the 
Manhattan Institute, one of the country’s leading 
conservative think tanks. US Sugar Corp. also gave 
$410,000 last year Florida group called Fami- 
lies for Conservative Values, which funneled the 
money to other groups opposing Democrats and 
progressive ballot measures in that state. 

You're not going to bring Tobin, US Sugar 
Corp., or the Manhattan Institute to their knees 
putting down that can almonds. And you 
can’t possibly hope avoid buying anything that 
profits conservatives. But you should know where 
your money going. 

pro-choice woman the Boston 
area, odds are you've heard that the founder and 
CEO of the fitness chain Curves, Gary Heavin, 
supports and funds pro-life causes. result, 
many women have decided not join the clubs 
that the Curves corporation has gone the de- 
fensive, trying to show that Heavin’s contribu- 
tions are not as bad as people say. 

But even you have decided withhold 
your money, when feasible, from those who 
campaign against progressive causes, can 
awfully hard to know which companies, and 
which products, pick and choose through. 

One way through corporate political con- 
tributions. The Web site BuyBlue.com does a 
good job providing this information, rating 
companies along spectrum red they give 
mostly to Republicans, blue if they give more 
Democrats. 

That’s good start. But tell you 
what individual business leaders support and at 
what level. It won't tell you, for instance, that 

McCormick & Schmick restaurants’ co-founder 
William McCormick Republican “Super 
Ranger,” who raised $300,000 last year for the 
Republican National Committee (RNC). that 
when you buy a snack at the TD Banknorth 
Garden, the beneficiary is Boston Concessions 
Group founder and CEO Joseph J. O’Donnell, a 
major contributor and fundraiser — and White 
House sleepover guest — of George W. Bush. 

The signs are often there, even some the 
specifics the money flow are hard trace. 
Take former Kellogg Company CEO Carlos 
Gutierrez. Gutierrez was a GOP fundraiser, 
and the Kellogg Foundation gave primarily to 
conservative causes. Then, this January, Gutierrez 
left the company become secretary com- 
merce for the Bush administration. 

For years, parents bought Vicks VapoRub 
for their sick children, not knowing that their 
money would ultimately permit the company’s 
founder create the Smith Richardson Founda- 
tion, major funding source for more right-wing 
causes than you can name. Bernard Marcus, 
founder of Home Depot, may well turn out to be 
the next Smith Richardson. one the 
country’s wealthiest men and has given hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to the Republican 
Party. The company’s current chairman and 
CEO, Robert Nardelli, has personally given 

$45,000 (near the maximum for individuals) 
the RNC since 2003. 

Surely these people have every right to use 
their money they please, and participate 
any organizations whose causes they believe in. 
And certainly they have every right own run 
businesses. But you feel strongly about progres- 
sive causes, you might think twice the next time 
you pick those almonds. 

That’s why the Phoenix has dug through 
campaign-finance reports, foundation-governance 
documents, and other materials that link 

corporate leaders right-wing causes. 

found, for example, that Starz Network 
founder and chairman John Sie gave $50,000 toa 
group called Americans for Better Government, 
which used the money encourage Colorado res- 
idents support Bush for president and Pete 
Coors for senator. found that the head the 
company that makes Copenhagen and Skoal 
chewing tobacco gave heavily to the John 
Kerry-bashing Progress for America organization. 
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HIDDEN SUPPORT 
Most contributions to pro-life, “traditional mar- 
riage,” other controversial causes undetect- 
ed. That’s because most of those groups are so- 
called 501 nonprofit organizations, which do not 
disclose individual contributions. Anyone could 
give tens thousands dollars Operation Res- 
cue, for example, and nobody would ever know. 

The ones who give in publicly traceable ways 
tend to be in industries that don’t rely on cus- 
tomer purchases: investment firms, for instance, 
or large energy holding companies. But the 
Phoenix has found quite a few consumer-product 
or -service companies with leaders who fall into 
one of four categories of conservative supporters: 
Business Interests, Conservative Think Tanks, 
GOP Loyalists, and Right-Wing 527s. 

Executives listed under Business Interests 


serve as directors or advisers to such groups as the 
Chamber Commerce which spent mil- 
lions opposing John Kerry in 2004 — the Business 
Roundtable, or similar groups. These entities 
lobby and advertise for business-friendly tax laws 
and environmental regulations. They also push 
for tort reform, to protect businesses against law- 
suits brought by consumers — like the suit just 
won against Merck for its Vioxx product. 

Those listed under Conservative Think Tanks 
serve boards organizations that work more 
broadly for right-wing causes. The Heritage 
Foundation, which promotes conservative poli- 
cies and limited government (and which helped 
breed the neoconservatives who now drive US 
foreign policy), is probably the best known of 
these think tanks. But there are dozens of them, 
mostly funded by private right-wing founda- 


tions. The Pacific Research Institute opposes reg- 
ulations business, particularly environmen- 
tal restrictions. The Reason Foundation, more 
libertarian than strictly conservative, also argues 
against government oversight of industry. The 
Ethics and Public Policy Center argues for using 
Christian moral values to guide public policy. 

GOP Loyalists include many “Pioneers” who 
have raised $100,000 or more for George W. 
Bush, or who have earned “Super Ranger” sta- 
tus by raising $300,000 for the RNC. Others 
have given extensively to Republican candidates 
and committees. Some on the list will surprise 
you (Urban Outfitters! Activision!). Some have 
also given occasionally to Democrats. But to 
qualify for this list, they must have donated 
heavily to Republicans while making only token 
contributions to the other side. 


Finally, the Right-Wing 527s category 
includes those bold enough to give huge 
sums to so-called 527 funds, which publicly 
report all contributions. The most popular 
among conservatives is Progress for America, 
which ran millions of dollars’ worth of ads 
last year attacking John Kerry. This year, the 
group ran ads for Social Security privatization. 
GOPAC, which funds Republican congression- 
al candidates, gets a good share of donations, 
as does the Republican Leadership Coalition, 
which is considered among the most right- 
wing of GOP groups. ©

The BUSINESS ROUNDTABLE (BRT) supports free trade, cor- 
porate-tax reduction, Social Security private accounts, re- 
duction corporate liability for lawsuits, and reforming 
education to meet industry needs. 

The US CHAMBER OF COMMERCE (USCC) agrees with those 
positions, but also fights against such things as mandato- 
ty labeling of genetically modified food, family and med- 
ical leave, OSHA ergonomics guidelines, and raising the 
minimum wage. 


CONSERVATIVE THINK TANKS 
The ETHICS AND PUBLIC POLICY CENTER (EPPC) aims to “clarify 
and reinforce the bond between the Judeo-Christian moral 
tradition and the public debate over domestic and foreign pol- 
icy issues.” Top issues include defending Supreme Court nom- 
inee John Roberts; ending legalized abortion; dramatically 
scaling back Social Security; and opposing stem-cell research. 

The HERITAGE FOUNDATION funds conservative research 
and publications. It advocates relaxing regulations on cor- 
porations; banning same-sex marriage by constitutional 
amendment; partially privatizing Social Security; switch- 
ing from a progressive income tax to a flat tax or national 
sales tax; and promoting work, abstinence for the unmar- 
ried, and marriage as the antidotes to poverty. According to 
its Web site, upcoming Heritage forum will show that 
“almost all” Iraq-war dissenters oppose capitalism, “many 
are Communists,” and “at root, they are anti-American.” 

The MANHATTAN INSTITUTE believes applying free- 
market capitalism to almost every social program, from 
Medicare public education. The latest issue its maga- 
zine, includes articles blaming single mother- 
hood for poverty among African-Americans; praising 
George Bush’s Social Security reform plan; encourag- 
ing alumni to pressure colleges to teach only traditional 
Western civilization; and bemoaning the fact that “Ameri- 
can music stars are overwhelmingly left-liberal.” 

The PACIFIC RESEARCH INSTITUTE (PRI) also calls for free- 
market solutions, particularly to environmental problems. It 
recently released the 2005 version of its “Environmental In-

Its political director, Richard Nadler, leader the fight 
to teach creationism in Kansas schools.

The World is so much more intelligent and excit- 
ing than it could have been. In choosing to 
make a film about people who work at the 
Worid Park — a theme park outside Beijing 
that boasts simulacra of such landmarks as the 
Lower Manhattan skyline, the Eiffel Tower, 
and the Great Pyramid of Egypt — director Jia 
Zhangke runs some risks. Since the World Park 
comments on itself by its mere existence, fur- 
ther commentary is threatened with redun- 
dancy. Also, the dominant commercial cinema 
has been so glib in trading in the postmod- 
ernism placelessness, from Blade Runner 
Baz Luhrmann to Batman Returns, that for an art 
filmmaker outside the Hollywood orbit to en- 
ter this market is to risk impotent cuteness. 


Three options are immediately obvious, all 
equally banal. You could celebrate, in the 
smirking Broadway-for-the-multiplex manner 
of Chicago or Moulin Rouge, the glitzy surfaces of 
the simulated world while mocking the suck- 
ers whom these surfaces deceive. You could ap- 
peal to a despairing humanism by showing in- 
dividual lives crushed under the heel of global- 
ization. Or you could appease a more senti- 
mental humanism by showing how in spite of 
everything, people adapt, muddle through, 
and make the globalized world their home. 

The World does all three, but in reverse. The 
film doesn’t neutralize (how could it?) a smug, 
derisive response the falseness the theme 
park and to the modest pride its workers take 
in being close to the world’s monuments. But 
Jia’s visual design is a deterrent to easy ironiz- 
ing. He photographs the simulacra as part of 
the distant background, as seen from the 
trains that shuttle his characters around or be- 
hind their backs as they talk to each other on 
half-deserted platforms. It’s a world that’s 
close but far, real but empty, stable but un- 
comfortable. Jia provides long-shot view 
individuals placed in, and against, the vast 
spaces of history — the same view (now ex- 
panded CinemaScope) with which built 


previous masterpiece, 2000's Platform. 

Like the protagonists of that film and of its 
excellent follow-up, 2002’s Unknown Pleasures, 
some of the main characters of The World are per- 
formers. Jia’s view of these people is close to that 
of Max Ophuls in Lola Montes or Douglas Sirk in 
Imitation of Life: they’re trapped rather than liber- 
ated by the stage machines to which they lend 
their bodies but not their souls. They’re 
glorified service personnel in kitschy uniforms, 
Not expressive artists. Yet it’s through perform- 
ance — specifically the gift of a song — that two 
characters of The World communicate with each 
other: Tao (Zhao Tao), a young dancer from 
Northern China, and Anna (Alla Shcherbakova), 
a Russian dancer for whom employment at the 
theme park turns out stop the way 
prostitution. In the song of Ulan Bator that An- 
na teaches Tao, The World finds the possibility of 
an authentic culture. The cell-phone text mes- 
sages through which the characters keep in 
touch point to a similar possibility, and Jia privi- 
leges the world-apart nature of these communi- 
cations by accompanying them with short ani- 
mations. Yet he also sees the cell phone as a sur- 
veillance device, in the subplot about a jealous 
man who gets enraged when he can’t keep tabs 
his dancer girlfriend.

Confronting globalization and the tech- 
nologies of instantaneity, The World creates an 
experience that’s epic and unresolved, in 
which there’s wholeness but no contrived bal- 
ance or symmetry, and in which, behind the 
characters’ personal struggles, distances of 1 
time, space, and scale loom, neither affirming 
nor annihilating, as challenges and reference 
points. It’s a region of experience for which 
Asian cinema has long had a special affinity, 
and with Platform, Unknown Pleasures, and now 
The World, Jia has established himself as one of 
this area’s most creative explorers. ©

Those watching Wong Kar-wai’s 2046 

may be confused. Is this moustached, 
womanizing, pulp-writing Chow Mo-wan 
the same clean-faced, platonic, non-literary 
Chow Mo-wan we saw in Wong’s 2000 film 
In the Mood for Love? Both Mo-wans are en- 
acted by the wonderful Tony Leung. “The 
characters should be totally 
different,” Wong insisted at 
a press conference following 
2046’s world premiere at 
Cannes 2004. Then he con- 
tradicted himself. “But as I 
tried to change things, they 
kept reminding be- 
fore. Like my characters, the 
more you try forget, the more you remem- 
ber. So you should just live with it. That’s 
the message the film.” 

“We started with Bukowski and ended 
with Clark Gable,” Wong joked, describing 
his reconfigured hero. “I get all these ques- 
tions about the moustache. But you see, 
that’s not my problem.” 

Does the new Mo-wan err by rebuffing a 
woman who truly loves him? “He’s not mak- 
ing just one mistake,” Wong replied. “He 
makes lots of mistakes. He rejects a woman,

but he’s rejected by a woman. 
There are so many chances 
we miss in life, and all we 
have left are the memories.” 
Wong is notorious for al- 
tering his movies as he 
shoots, frustrating his per- 
formers, and 
tinkering 
with the ed- 
iting until 
the last pos- 
sible mo- 
ment. No- 
body was sur- 
prised that 
2046 arrived at Cannes sever- 
al days late, necessitating 
end-of-the-festival Com- 
petition screening.

wo plays featuring chanteuses of a 

bygone America are on view in the 

Berkshires this week. The Berkshire 

Theatre Festival has Stephen Tem- 

perley’s Souvenir (through September 
3), a“play with music” that recalls the vanity 
career of soprano Florence Foster Jenkins, 
who in 1944 triumphed at Carnegie Hall de- 
spite not being able to carry a tune in a buck- 
et. Mounting Jenkins’s assaults the Muse 
is Tony winner (for The Phantom of the Opera) 
Judy Kaye, whose own musical credentials 
range from Broadway to New York City Opera. 
Up the road, Williamstown Theatre Festival 
revives William Inge’s 1955 Bus Stop (through 
August 28), whose tattered Kansas City night- 
club singer, Cherie, was made famous in the 
1956 film by Marilyn Monroe. Here she’s un- 
dertaken by budding film star Elizabeth 
Banks, who brings to the role a similar mix of 
innocence and soft sex appeal. 

In the hands of director Vivian Matalon, the 
irresistible Kaye, and actor/pianist Donald Cor- 
ren, Souvenir is both a caterwauling delight and 
a tribute to undaunted delusion. The show, 
which enjoyed a successful Off Broadway run 
last winter and is headed for Broadway in No- 
vember, is framed as a reminiscence by 
Madame )J’s aurally brave if eccentrically named 
long-time accompanist, Cosme McMoon, 
whom we meet 20 years after “the dire diva of 
din” has gone to her reward (just one month af- 
ter the sold-out appearance Carnegie Hall). 
He appears at a grand piano, before a squat blue 
chamber whose window glitters with a New 
York City skyline, offering an upbeat rendition 
of Harold Arlen & Johnny Mercer's “One for My 
Baby (And One More for the Road).” He then 
proceeds to the start of Memory Lane to offer an 
amazed yet tender portrait the wayward war- 
bler who whacked her way, using her larynx as 
a machete, through such high hurdles of the 
repertoire the Queen the Night’s Aria from 
Die Zauberflote and Adele’s Laughing 
Song from Johann Strauss’s Die Fledermaus. 

In Temperley’s fictionalization, McMoon, 
first appalled his proposed collaborator’s 
wavering pitch, aberrant intonation, and 
complete lack of musicianship, comes to ad- 


her “unique kind sound” (second- 


raters, he notes, all sound alike) and the sheer 
scale of her delusion, which he likens to that 
of the Chrysler Building. As Daniel Dixon not- 
ed in a 1957 article about Jenkins in Coronet 
magazine, “It was self-deception carried to 
outlandish extremes — but it was harmless 
and gentle and, in its own weird way, mag- 
nificent.” What’s magnificent about Souvenir, 
which could have been just a campy exercise 
in making fun, is how it accords Jenkins a 
sureness and a single-mindedness that, 
though built on a foundation of bullheaded 
tone-deafness and sand, are indeed heroic. 
And the genius of Judy Kaye is not that she 
manages sing badly, ricocheting between car 
alarm and sick cow and using a technique she 
likens jazz riffing while making all the 
wrong choices, but that she renders a Jenkins 
who sublimely silly yet indomitable. (Yes, 


the singer does get a benedictive moment in 
which to show her own pipes to advantage.) 
Trotting on a series of chic period pumps, her 
hair perfectly marcelled, her solid figure erect 
in elegant matron wear, or strutting her musi- 
cal stuff parade hilarious get-ups cos- 
tume designer Tracy Christensen that includes 
Mexican variation the dirndl, spangled 
green military uniform, and Jenkins’s trade- 
mark “Angel of Inspiration” wings, Kaye pres- 
ents a woman slightly dotty but dignified. 

A hideous singer yet a font of on-stage joy, 
Kaye’s Jenkins exudes the rapturous charisma 
that made the real Jenkins the darling of fa- 
mous musicians, her fellow moneyed dowa- 
gers, and cognoscenti alike. And Corren’s Mc- 
Moon is a superb foil, whether making up to an 
insulted Jenkins with a variation on “Crazy 
Rhythm” or reacting to a particularly piercing 
coloratura trill knocked back from the pi- 
ano by a Jedi laser. This may not be music to 
soothe the savage breast, but it abuses the ear 
while touching the heart. 

Meanwhile, Williamstown Theatre Festival 
Tevives that arguably sappy artifact of mid-cen- 
tury Americana, Bus Stop, giving the highway- 
diner-set drama a fleet outing more reminis- 
cent of a greyhound than a Greyhound. Direc- 
tor Will Frears has trimmed the three-act play 
so it can be performed without intermission,

the breaks bridged the Grand Ole Opry 
sounds of the Stanton Family Band, a four-per- 
son combo who comment on the action from a 
side balcony. And the director has assembled a 
fine cast that cuts through both the sentiment 
and the Wonder Bread whiteness what goes 
when the snow kicks Kansas and 
(small) busload of passengers must pass some 
revelatory time at a diner presided over by free- 
wheeling owner Grace and bright-eyed high- 
school helper Elma. 

Chief among the wayfarers are the self- 
dubbed Cherie, who was trying to escape an 
ardent cowboy when he abducted her and 
forced her onto a bus headed for his ranch in 
Montana and the altar, and her cocky pit 
bull of a suitor, 21-year-old rodeo rider Bo 
Decker. Also on board: Bo’s guitar-picking 
cowboy guardian, Virgil; drunken English 
professor manqué Dr. Gerald Lyman; and ami- 
able bus driver Carl, who aims to charm 
more from restless Grace than a sandwich. 
Keeping the stranded in line is that tough 
voice of reason and right Sheriff Will Mas- 
ters, who’s happy to wallop you with life’s 
lessons if you don’t want to swallow them 
with your coffee. 

Bus Stop is not a great play, but it does offer 
plaintive snapshot all-American lone- 
someness set against a backdrop of the vast 
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Midwest. WTF specializes in revivals of such 
landmark American dramas, and it usually 
does them proud. Here, under huge letters 
that spell out DINER, the little greasy spoon 
(designed by Takeshi Kata) is a hardwood 
haven whose plate-glass windows reveal an 
endless vista of nothingness punctuated by 
swirling snow and the phone lines. Thrown 
together, the characters bristle with energy 
and naiveté, save for the rumpled Dr. Lyman, 
in Bill Camp’s superbly nerdy and disheveled 
rendering an endearing lost soul spouting 
Shakespeare and cynical self-loathing. 
Daniel Oreskes is a stony sheriff, John 
Douglas Thompson a playful Carl, Leon 
Addison Brown a temperate Virgil, and 
Elizabeth Marvel a frankly humane Grace. 
Laura Heisler’s eager high-school hash 
slinger is a standout. Banks’s Cherie, braving 
the elements in her threadbare strip of a 
stole, is a vulnerable creature, despite a few 
trips around the romantic block. And as Bo, 
Logan Marshall-Green (of The OC) is a fire- 
cracker in denim, practically exploding with 
cocksureness and childish frustration not 
getting the chattel he wants. But even such 
a skilled cast can’t make a strong case for 
Bus Stop, which mostly proves how much less 
hopeful a nation we've become since Inge 
pulled into his rest stop 50 years ago. ©

“Carmen the most-produced opera ever,” 
says Dominique Serrand, co-artistic director 
of the Minneapolis-based Theatre de la Jeune 
Lune, “and that would have been the first reason 
for me not to do it. But when | looked at the text 
in French, it was so beautiful. | love the language.” 
Serrand has become practically a partner at 
the American Repertory Theatre. His Carmen, 
which premiered in Minneapolis in 2003, will 
run there September 3 through October 8 (in 
French with English surtitles), on the heels of 
last June's Amerika and the director's Elliot 
Norton Award-winning 2004 staging of 


Moliére’s The Miser. 


Unlike full-flavored opera-house pageants, 
this chamber Carmen runs just over two hours. 
Serrand has made significant cuts in the num- 
ber of performers and musicians, not to men- 
tion the score. Twin grand pianos stand in fora 
complete orchestra, sounding as if they were 
“dueling instruments for their percussive qual- 
ity,” the director says. But not to worry, Car- 
men's “Habanera” and Escamillo’s “Toréador,

Serrand has returned in spirit, he says, to 
the 1875 Paris world premiere, when 
the singers spoke the lines that connect the 
now-familiar arias and melodies rather than

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there another side Ansel Adams?

“ANSEL ADAMS” 


AT THE MUSEUM OF FINE ARTS, BOSTON. 
THROUGH DECEMBER 31. 


A successful retrospective art exhibit serves as a 
discussion of an artist’s creative output —a ef- 
fort to put a body of work in a sometimes-too- 
neat context. When it comes to a genre giant 
whose photography has been shown as much 
as Ansel Adams’s has, you have to ask whether 
there’s anything left discuss. Surely, after 
major Adams exhibits at the MFA, the Museum 
of Modern Art, and elsewhere, his life story is 
well known. His central role in turning photog- 
raphy from an art-world stepchild into a full- 
fledged artistic medium has long been secured. 
And the inescapable topic of his place in the tra- 
dition of Western-landscape photography, 
harking back to the photographic survey photos 
of the late 1800s, has been exhausted. 

So, armed with the world’s largest privately 
held collection of Adams prints, what’s the 
MFA to do? For “Ansel Adams,” an exhibit of 
180 Adams prints on display through Decem- 
ber 31, the museum chose to put Adams in not 
one but two historical contexts: the history of 
photography and 2oth-century history. The lat- 
ter tack is uninspired and likely to be missed by 
visitors. The exhibit hung roughly 
chronological order, which is wonderful in 
terms of visual continuity, but the “Ansel 
Adams Timeline,” which intercuts events from 
the artist’s personal and professional life with 
events he and his photographs had nothing to 
do with (the passage of the 19th Amendment; 
the attack on Pearl Harbor; the creation of the 
Peace Corps), doesn’t add up to much. 

The exhibit’s primary thrust — Adams’s 
work as a reflection of photography’s technical 
and zsthetic trajectory through the 1900s — is, 
though hardly pat, far more successful. And it 
gives the museum a context for displaying 
some atypical and seldom-seen Adams photo- 
graphs. The show begins with a soft-focus 1919 
box-camera landscape, Wind, JuniperTree, Yosemite 
National Park, printed the soft-focus Pictorial 
style of the day, which sought to use the cam- 
era to replicate pre-existing mediums, such as 
oil painting or etchings. It ends with large-for- 
mat, high-resolution prints of a housing devel- 
opment outside San Francisco (taken about 
1966) and an aerial view of a freeway inter- 
change in Los Angeles (1967). For Adams 
(1902-1984), the latter two photographs fall into 
the atypical category — that is, they are not ofa 
mountain rock tree. such, they rep- 
resent more the type of manmade subjects be- 
ing photographed in the urbanized 1960s. 

The implication and there’s chronologi- 
cal spectrum atypical shots this show 
back the notion — is that Adams’s career not 
only spanned but mirrored Amer- 
ican photography, from the primitive the 
“contemporary.” Throughout, the exhibit’s 


atypical shots suggest that he was always push- 
ing the envelope and thinking ahead of his 
time. Well, perhaps. But aside from his associ- 
ation with the Polaroid Corporation (alas, an 
evolutionary dead end in photo history), we 
don’t think of Adams as an artist ever in search 
reinvention. the contrary, his reputation 
is that of a technical conservative who used 
large-format view cameras on location long in- 
to the era of professional hand-held cameras 
and invented a too elaborate science of photo- 
graphic exposure (the Zone System). In the end, 
that affably stodgy reputation prevails, and the 
gorgeous “typical” results of his stringent ap- 
proach, also represented the MFA, testify 
its validity. That he occasionally departed from 
his trademark esthetic or choice of subject hard- 
ly makes him a faddist or a relentless innovator. 
movement that championed high-resolution 
“pure” photography’s ability interpret well 
as record experience, and as a founding force be- 
hind the creation photography department 
at New York’s Museum of Modern Art, he was 
among the medium’s true visionaries and revo- 
lutionaries. Which may not be an entirely new 
way of looking at Adams, but it works. 

Themes aside, “Ansel Adams” is a won- 
derful retrospective that showcases even 
some unexpected typical Adams photographs 
—a enthralling and evocative natural-grotto 
scene titled Merced River, Cliffs Cathedral Rocks, 
Autumn (1939) — along with the most famous 
of his works, the big, fragile, and beautiful 
Moonrise, Hernandez, New Mexico (1941). It also 
includes rare display all five prints from 
his abstract (he would have called it “extract- 
ed”) Surf Sequence (1940). 


And the atypical inclusions, whatever they 
prove, are indeed treats. Among them find 
texture-rich “posed” still life, Rose and Driftwood 
(circa 1932), some early shots of Pueblo Indian 
dancers, and some character studies taken in 
the obscure ramshackle town of Hornitos, Cali- 
fornia, which Adams visited frequently. There 
are also informal portraits of Alfred Stieglitz 
(who gave Adams his first New York exhibition, 
in 1936), Edward Weston, and others. A stand- 
out is a rare 1937 33mm candid of artist Georgia 
O'Keeffe. In the frame, she seems to be sharing 
some wry joke with Orville Cox, the head wran- 
gler New Mexico ranch where she kept 
studio. (The picture, taken during a tour of the 
Southwest that Adams made with O'Keeffe and 
some patrons in 1937, was shown with an ex- 
hibit of Adams proofs from that excursion at 
the Fitchburg Art Museum 2002.) 

The MFA show also displays some novelty 
Adams items, including a 1969 Hills Brothers 
Coffee can with an Adams view of Yosemite 
printed over the entire surface. Less peculiar, 
but more impressive, are three Japanese-style 
folding screens decorated with super-large-for- 
mat Adams nature prints. Little seems 
known about these unusual, but beautiful, side 
projects. Adams manufactured his first decora- 
tive screen in 1936 as part of a Chicago photo ex- 
hibit and thought have made only 
more. In addition to the three-paneled screens 
Grass and Pool (1948) and Leaves, Owens Valley, Califor- 
nia (1950), the show includes a meticulously ex- 
ecuted two-sided, four-panel screen, Sonoma 
County Hills and Oak Tree, Rain (1969). 

Not all the atypical works are that ex- 
treme. In the 1930s, especially the early 
1930s, before Adams devoted himself to the 


landscape motif that would make him fa- 
mous, he made some interesting photo- 
graphs you wouldn’t recognize his. Fence 
Near Tomales Bay (1936) is an intriguingly de- 
tailed texture study of a decaying wood fence 
looming before a soft farm-country land- 
scape. Sutro Gardens, San Francisco (1933) focuses 
fractured statue overlooking Pacific 
breakers. Both these compositions depend 
on a layered depth that Adams’s later large- 
format perspective would often flatten. Polit- 
ical Circus (1932), a light-and-shadow study of 
political posters and Ringling Bros. posters 
plastered on a corrugated wall, is a brilliant 
photograph, matter who took it. Some 
other early works, the Pueblo Indian 
dancers, for example, are more interesting 
because it was Adams who took them than 
they are photographs. 

The prints in “Ansel Adams” come from 
the collection of the late William H. Lane 
and his widow, Saundra B. Lane. The Lanes 
were friends well his steady 
customers, and the eccentric side of their 
Adams trove is, one suspects, the result of 
their close relationship with the photogra- 
pher. This the show Saundra Lane “always 
wanted to do.” It is memorable and enjoyable 
and, unlike some mammoth Adams retro- 
spectives, easy to digest. Does it really 
redefine Ansel Adams? That’s going bit far, 
but does cast him and his career un- 
expected light — proving that there is still 
something to say about a familiar legend. ©

Iraq. What happened there seems to have de- 
stroyed much of the life that came before. 
And in this intense volume, he spits it all 
back, half-digested and as disgusting as that 
sounds, full of bile, blood, and chunks of ex- 


perience too awkward to pass. 


As a National Guardsman, Crawford ex- 
plains, he found himself a sort of semi-sol- 
dier, underappreciated and ill-equipped. The 
Air Force has “climate-controlled shelters” ; 
the Guard does not. The Marines have tents; 
the Guard does not. Armed with equipment 
that can’t stand up to the desert, much less 
the weapons of the enemy, Crawford de- 
scribes a helpless, desperate state of confu- 
sion. The pure filth life duty Iraq on- 


ly aggravates the situation. Outside 


Nasiriyah, for example, everyone gets sick, 


and unsanitary conditions (“My 
company . . . slept next to where 
we shit and shit next to where 
we ate”) seem to be to blame. As 
for the soldiers’ dysentery, 
“most just dropped right outside 
(the tents], puking and shitting 
at the same time.” By the time 
we hear that “It had been days 
since I brushed my teeth, and 
weeks since I had bathed,” such 
filth seems normal. 

Casual drug use, from 
steroids to one happy bout with 
morphine, provide virtually the 
only relief for the soldiers. For 
the reader, breaks come as Craw- 
ford describes their ways of deal- 
ing with the crushing boredom. 
One soldier repeatedly watches a 
copy of the cheerleader flick Bring 
It On that they sent him from 
home. Soon the film’s lingo in- 
vades his own: “I make the 
cheer-cisions and I'll deal with 
the cheer-onsequences.” 

That Crawford didn’t have a 
prior bias against the militarv 
makes his experience all the 
more painful. He refers with 
affection to colleagues who are 


good soldiers, who don’t shirk the mind- 
numbingly dull, hot details. But even fora 
veteran, this sounds like a bad war. “This

As such examples illustrate, this is a book 


that rides on its honesty. Crawford's straight- 
forward style gives both his horror and grow- 
ing apathy visceral appeal. He’s not a great 
prose stylist, and though every incident stands 
out, often his fellow soldiers blend together. 
We are asked, for example, to feel his loss 
when one friend from home, Robert Wise, is 
killed. He describes a young man who’s a big 
fan of “cheesy sci-fi movies.” He describes his 
own despair at Wise’s death: “How easy to put 
a muzzle in your mouth.” But we aren’t as con- 
nected as we should be. We don’t understand 
the magnitude of the event. 

The one young man we do come to know 
and feel sympathy for is Crawford. “I wanted to 
go to my home and my wife, but I didn’t have 
either a home or a wife anymore,” he says. 
“Twenty-five years old and nothing to live for.”

artists who collaborate, share sounds and trade secrets, 
and combine their promotional power to

But though 
such music is often stereotyped as solemn — made 
and consumed by solitary units in lonely bedrooms — 
Unlocked Groove is a social animal with the shared 
idea that minimal can be communal and, most impor- 
tant, fun. In Boston, it was UG that brought this music 
out of the bedroom and into the street. And the 
collective may finally be about to come into its own, 
with debut releases coming soon on a newly minted 
Unlocked Groove record label. 

UG had its roots in an eponymous radio show on 
WMBR hosted by Cameron Marlowe; Marlowe also 
formed an 'MBR show with Dan Paluska called Electronic 
Experiments dedicated to electronic music made live on 
the air. And Paluska helped design the Fotron 2000, a 
light-drawing robot that produced the cover art for the 
Juan Maclean's Less Than Human. The duo graduated 
to throwing underground parties at the old Fallon 
ambulance garage, at 324 Mass Ave in Cambridge, and 
“sort of forced our way in,” says Marlowe, at the Cellar, 
a legit club that hosted their first weekly night, “The 
Appliance of Science.” AoS continued for more than 
a year with weekly guests, some of whom (Stewart 
Walker, Greg Schiff) have gone on to greater heights. 
Meanwhile, word about Unlocked Groove was spreading, 
and the crew grew to include New England Conservatory’s 
Jay Flower (a/k/a Keepalive) and Mike Uzzi (a/k/a 
Smartypants), MIT's Ben Recht (a/k/a Localfields) and 
Heemin Yang, and long-time Boston-based producer 
Todd Gys. 

As you might expect from an MiT-centric group, 
Unlocked Groove is well schooled in new technology: 
these guys have the most current software and the 
latest samples, and share it via an Internal file- 
swapping network, “filepile.” also known 
to swap people: Recht and Uzzi sometimes perform 
as Localpants; Marlowe and Yang team up in Scorchio.) 
Unlike collectives that might favor one genre, 
Unlocked Groove’s music spans dub, techno, and 
trance but sticks with a particular sound: minimal, 
smart, and bubbly. No matter what the members are 
up to, that clean, techy vibe is a trademark. “I feel like 
we're pulling each other in different directions instead 
of agreeing on what's ‘cool’ or ‘hip’” Marlowe says. 
“But at the same time we're not being drawn and 
quartered by a difference of taste.” That's reflected 
in the first Unlocked Groove 12-inch EP, which 
features four songs from six UG members. Test 
pressings came back this week, it’s schedule 
for a fall release. Another 12-inch due in the winter

anyone familiar with the explosive fu- 
sion metallic guitars, politically charged 
lyrics, and a rap-rock delivery that had earned- 
System of a Down’s homonymous 1998 debut 
comparisons with Rage Against the Machine, 
“Understanding Oil” couldn’t have come as too 
big a surprise. But as an LA band who’d 
emerged at the height of so-called new metal, 
Syscem of a Down were also lumped in with 
bands like Incubus (with whom they toured 
early on), Korn, and Limp Bizkit. It wasn’t un- 
til the band had released their second album, 
Toxicity (Columbia), on September 4, 2001, and 
“Understanding Oil” went up on their Web site 
that the full impact of Tankian’s political 
stance was felt. response wave contro- 
versy that brought the band death threats, 
Tankian removed “Understanding Oil” and re- 
placed with conciliatory note: would not 
be alive if not for the American orphanages 
that raised my grandfather after the Armenian 
Genocide of 1915, so I have a lot of love and re- 
spect for the good things that America has and 
can continue to achieve.” 

But Tankian, who founded the non-profit 
political organization Axis for Justice with Au- 
dioslave’s Tom Morello, and his mates weren’t 
Teady to back down. In 2002 they released the 
full-length Steal This Album (Columbia), and ear- 
lier this year they followed that up with the 
chart-topping Mezmerize (Columbia), the first of 
a two-album salvo (Hypnotize is due in Novem- 
ber) and disc that opens with some the 
band’s most politically explosive lyrics. After a 
short, elegiac intro, “Soldier Side,” the band 
tear into“B.Y.O.B.,” which goes from tightly 
wound screamo verses with lyrics like “You de- 
pend on our protection yet you feed us lies from 
the tablecloth” into the melodic refrain “Every- 
body’s going to the party have a real gooa time/ 
Dancing in the desert blowing up the sun- 
shine.” And the ending could have been pulled 
from a Dead Kennedys album: “Why don’t pres- 
idents fight the war?/Why do they always send 
the poor?” It’s hardly a retreat from “Under- 
standing Oil.” But System Down are hardly 
Tankian’s bully pulpit, either. both and 
guitarist Daron Malakian (who co-writes and 
produces all the band’s material) point out 
when catch them individually the phone 
in the midst of a tour with the Mars Volta that 
brings them to Worcester’s DCU Center this 
Saturday, there’s more SOAD then politics. 

“I'd rather let the music speak for itself,” 
Tankian says. “When people just talk about 
politics, becomes one-dimensional. But 
when people talk about politics part the 
larger picture, it’s fine. It’s tough road, not 
because the reactions condemnations

program directors dropping our single, 
which happened when Toxicity came out and I 
made that ‘Understanding Oil’ statement, 
but because things like that can just blow up 
in your face. I mean, I was just trying to 
make sense of the 9/11 situation. I was like, 
‘What the fuck, you can’t even say what you 
think.’ Since then we’ve kept to our own. We 
do our own thing. People don’t expect us to 
be silent. Yet we also don’t want to be any- 
body’s political voice. If anything, I want 
people to know us not just as a political 
band. You know, the Beatles spoke out 
against the Vietnam War. But no one re- 
members them as just a political band, be- 
cause they had love songs and quirky songs. 
And you look our albums, there are prob- 
ably only two or three political songs out of 
14 — the rest are either socially inclined, per- 


sonal stories, theoretical excursions, or 
quirky shit. For example, I was doing anoth- 
er interview and the person said, ‘What sepa- 
you from Rage Against the Machine?’ 
said, ‘Our song “Bounce” is about a pogo- 
stick orgy.’ That’s what makes us different.” 
Indeed, once you get past Mezmerize’s 
opening salvo, Tankian and Malakian, with 
muscular support from bassist Shavo Odad- 
jian and drummer John Dolmayan, embark 
on a tangled journey that’s as confusing as it 
is compelling. “Revenga” is pop metal with 
prog refrains and stream-of-conscious-like 
lyrics; the pounding “Cigaro” opens with the 
high-pitched boast “My cock much bigger 
than yours”; clean guitar intro gives way 
to a playful, punchy wall of guitars that 
then transforms into a parody of a polka as 
Malakian sings, “Hey man, look at me 


rockin’ out/I’m the radio.” Infectious 
eclecticism holds the album together, nota 
political slogan. 

“System of a Down are one of the most mis- 
understood bands around,” Malakian insists. 
“I mean, Armenian rock? What the fuck is 
that? Political? I could name so many more of 
our songs that aren’t about politics than ones 
that are. And for a long time, everyone 
thought Serj wrote all our tunes. Until this 
album came out, people thought he wrote all 
the lyrics. there are many different mis- 
understandings of System of a Down that I 
don’t even let it bother me anymore. I’m just 
kind used it. Our first bio said something 
like ‘four guys based out who are Armen- 
ian and political, and, well, it wasn’t really 
Tight at all. 1 mean, we are all Armenian, but 
plan that.” 

As both Tankian and Malakian tell it, SOAD 
came together the way most bands do: they all 
played different bands and around the 
same scene (LA) until they found one another. 
That they all are of Armenian descent is, as 
they’ve explained from the start, a happy acci- 
dent. “The biggest misconception is that we’re 
all from Glendale,” says Tankian. “None of us is 
from Glendale, but everyone I meet in LA as- 
sumes we’re from Glendale because there’s a 
huge Armenian community in Glendale. It’s 
music that brought us together, not our cul- 
ture. But our culture has helped to keep us to- 
gether. There’s a certain understanding and re- 
spect that we have for one another. But we all 
just learned of each other through other people 
we played with and through other bands break- 
ing up and sharing rehearsal spaces. The fact 
that it worked out the way it has is a little 
strange. I do believe in partial destiny. I call it 
partial destiny because I believe that we have a 
hand in creating our own destiny. But I also be- 
lieve that there is a direction that is given to us 
in the choices that we have. And we all picked 
ones that brought us together as a band.” 

Malakian, who does more singing on 
Mezmerize then he has on previous SOAD al- 
bums, and who seems to be more comfortable 
stepping forward as a spokesman, does feel 
that people are now getting to know System 
of a Down for who they are. “When we first 
started the band here in LA, Jane’s Addiction 
was the band looked to. They came out 
time when there was lot glam rock 
and hair bands and they got put into that cat- 
egory, but they stood out because they were 
doing their own thing. were kind 
caught the same kind situation an- 
other time: there were lot new-metal 
bands and get put into that category 
even though we didn’t fit. It’s funny that 
now there’s bands like Mars Volta doing this 
prog-rock thing that’s kinda getting popular, 
people put us in that genre now. That may be 
closer to the truth, but I think Hypnotized is go- 
ing further terms getting people 
understand what doing.”

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Paul Oscher knew his life was going 
change his first day the job with the 
Muddy Waters Band. Barely out of his teens, 
he’d been hired the spot Muddy when 
they'd met at Harlem’s Apollo Theatre and the 
blues kingpin had heard Oscher’s way with a 
harmonica. Oscher was the first musician the 
driver of Muddy’s van picked up the morning 
of his initial tour with the group in 1967. 

“| knew I was in for an education when 
Otis Spann and his wife got the next 
stop,” recounts Oscher, whose new Down in 
the Nelta (Rimes Fidelity) is one of the year’s 
elemental blues delights. “They sat down 
and Otis said, ‘Baby, give me my shit.’ She 
opened her purse and pulled out bottle 
gin and pistol. Otis tucked the pistol 
his belt and took long drink the gin. 
This was about six the morning. won- 
dered what I'd gotten myself into.” 

As it turned out, Oscher, who integrated 
the Waters band, had gotten himself into the 
thick of the blues. There he stayed for five 
years. Even playing with Little Jimmy Mae in 
African-American New York City clubs like 
the Baby Grand and the Nitecap since he was 
15 didn’t prepare him for the experiences he'd

But Oscher left Waters’s group with price- 
less knowledge. Today, after years of personal 
struggles and drifting in and out of the music 
business, he’s become a brilliant one-man 
variation on the ensemble sound that Muddy 
perfected, a sound based on steely slide-gui- 
tar leads, driving rhythms, rich-toned har- 
monica, and a style of singing just behind the 
beat that translates to the ears as a message 
straight from the Delta soil that Waters, 
when he was still McKinley Morganfield, 
farmed before he left the Mississippi planta- 
tion lands of Clarksdale for the North. 

Down from the Delta, which follows Oscher’s 
2004 comeback Alone with the Blues (Electro-Fi), 
is mostly Oscher alone, and that’s the way he 
likes it. “I’ve developed my own style of play- 
ing harp and guitar and singing that captures 
the sound that inspires me — the sound I 
heard on stage and learned how to get by 
watching Muddy and his great guitarists like 
Sammy Lawhorn, and playing with Spann 
down in Muddy’s basement.” 

There are a few band cuts on the album. 
Some feature fellow Waters alums Willie “Big 
Eyes” Smith and bassist Calvin Jones, plus 
the Band’s Levon Helm and MVPs like Spann 
disciple David Maxwell 
and bassist Mudcat 
Ward. But most of the 
magic’s created by Osch- 
er alone as he makes his 
slide emit stabbing cries 
like a child sobbing in 
the black Delta night or 
uses his harp to evoke 
ghostly voices.

His autobiographical and moving 2001 
album The Houston Kid (Sugar Hill) was fol- 
Hand (Sony). Like that pair, 
The Outsider tells spare tales 
desire, frustration, and spiri- 
tual struggle. Unlike them, 
The Outsider is electric, and it 
rocks, carrying torch ignit- 
ed by his extensive tours of 
Europe last year fronting a 
two-guitars/bass/drums line- 
up — “Just,” he observes, “like 
the Beatles.”

hat we have here is yet an- 
other Ramones anthology, 
probably the definitive one. 
The box itself looks like a 

. hard-cover comic book. In- 
side, place the usual learned and/or 
fannish liner notes, is a real comic book, 
thick with contributions from more than a 
dozen artists. There are four CDs and a DVD 
compilation of music videos interspersed 
with appropriate encomia from appropriate 
performers and scene makers and one radio 
guy who calls the group “the Johnny Apple- 
seed of the new wave,” claiming that where 
the Ramones played, “new wave” groups 
sprang up in their wake. He means well. 

So it’s a cool-looking package, even if the 
musical story is one of prolonged decline. 
Disc #1 excerpts their first four albums (’76 
to ’78), and though some may laud those 
sides the holy grail punk, retrospect 
you're struck by how clean and precise the 
group sound, how poppish the melodies 
are, and how tame the entire enterprise is. 
Of course, we’ve heard so much that’s loud- 
er, faster, and ostensibly stupider since, but 
30 years on, it’s clear that subsequent 
outfits who were labeled “punk” had a dif- 
ferent agenda. For one thing, almost every- 
thing here has a gloss of irony that makes 
the sordid subject manner enjoyable. And 
though the only emotions that come 
through without a wink and a nod are those 
little dollops of sadness that thread their 
way through Joey’s homely vocals, every- 
thing permeated with feel-good buzz. 
The Ramones were a fun band. 

So why didn’t they experience a commer- 
cial breakthrough? The original Ramones — 
Joey on vocals, johnny on guitar, Dee Dee on 
bass, and Tommy, the band’s co-producer, 
on drums — were a high-concept band. The 
concept fit the times so perfectly, you could 
believe they hit on it with a minimum of 
calculation; still, it kept wider popularity at 
a distance. They offered a scanty take on the 
basic appeal of rock at a time when people 
wanted ostentatious musicianship and 
trowel-sized sincerity. Natural reactionar- 
ies, they were turned off by the drifting 
mainstream rock of the mid ’7os, partly be- 
cause all that rockless bloat was annoying, 
but also, and more important, because it 
didn’t offer any opening for them. 

They weren't the wave of the future, they 
were the prankish ghosts of the past, ina 
genre where the courant ruled the air- 
waves, the distribution of product was tight- 
controlled, and music remained marginal- 
ly less important for itself than for its ability 
to feed fantasies and abet the construction of 
burgeoning adolescent identity.

But this where the hardcore fall 
by the wayside or into the arms of other 
bands, the dedicated start to rationalize, 
and the newcomers wonder what all the 
fuss is about. Through the ’8os and '9o0s, 
the Ramones came to resemble a conven- 
tional rock band with interesting quirks; 
meanwhile the original punk impulse was 
being absorbed and mutated into various 
metal subgenres and corrosive noise bands 
who took loud, fast, and ostensibly simple 
new heights intensity. The benign an- 
ti-social aspect the Ramones, often hu- 
morous, often self-depreciating, was never 
a huge influence. The Sex Pistols and the 
Clash may have taken inspiration from the 
Ramones’ musical directness, but the for- 
mer’s serious obnoxiousness and the latter’s 
serious seriousness were far from the 
Queens quartet’s intent make Joey and 
company seem mild-mannered practition- 
ers of some other form of music. 

Back at Ramones Central, the box finds 
the band wandering in the wilderness for al- 
Most 20 years, accruing legendary status as 
“the original punks” while their old audi- 
ence slips away and a new and larger one 
fails to coalesce. There’s good stuff here. 
And they did make at least one near-perfect 
album in their later days: ’84’s Too Tough To 
Die, represented here by six selections. It 
was on that gem that they most nearly up- 
dated their old panache, though given what 
surrounds it in Weird Tales of the Ramones, I sus- 
pect that was just happy accident. 
1992’s Mondo Bizzarro, which is represented by 

“Strength To Endure,” complaints like “I just 
want walk right out this world/Because 
everybody has a poison heart” reveal that 
these guys just weren’t fun anymore. 

Still, the Ramones were an American 
original, and the first disc here killer. 
They’re ensconced the rock pantheon. And 
on AOL radio, they’re featured 24/7 on their 
own station, right up there with Rod Stewart 
and Bobby Darin. That could bring a tear to 
an aging punk’s eye, though not necessarily 
one of joy. Posthumously, they’ve been 
deemed appropriate for general consumption 
by a huge corporation. How ironic is that? ©

BIG BANGS, LITTLE BANGS, 
AND ANOTHER MAN BLACK 


THE STONES, THE CLICK FIVE, 
AND NEIL DIAMOND LIVE 


The biggest bang in Boston last week was the arrival of the 
Rolling Stones, who kicked off an American tour with the first of 
two shows at Fenway Park on Sunday night. The sounds of 
warming up began filtering through the Fens as early as Thurs- 
day afternoon. Even the Boston traffic department got swept up 
the excitement: special no-parking signs with Stones-song ref- 
erences were deployed throughout the Fenway as word went out 
that tailgating would tolerated. don’t recall Springsteen 
Jimmy Buffett getting such special treatment, but the Stones are 
the Stones. And they’ve got a history with Boston: just over 30 
years ago, Mayor Kevin White had to secure the release of Keith 
and Mick from police custody Rhode Island avert near riot 
the old Garden, where the band were scheduled perform. 
There were no such snags this time around. The Stones long 
ago left the mayhem of the late ’6os and early ’70s behind: the 
backstage drug dealers their younger days have been replaced 
cadre nutritionists and personal trainers. And Big- 
ger Bang” tour named for their forthcoming Virgin album 
— was already running like a well-oiled machine as they swag- 
gered through 22 tunes in just over two hours Sunday night. 
That’s say, the tour apparatus the industrial stage set 
with its mechanized mini stage that plowed into the center 
the park mid set, its enormous inflatable lips-and-tongue 
balloon, its looming towers of lights, and its flashes of fire- 
works — was in perfect running order. The band, however, 
were as loose and playful as ever. You can joke all you want 
about adult diapers and corporate sponsors (this time it’s the 
mortgage company Ameriquest), but in the end they’re just a 
teally good rock band with a great bunch of mostly blues-based 
songs choose from. Sure, the deep crevasses face 
look like the result of violent geological upheavals, especially 
when they’re projected on the big screen at the back of the 
stage. But there were backing tracks smooth out the 
rough edges the slashing chords “Start Up,” which

opened the set, or the rushed Chuck Berry riffing of “She’s So 
Cold,” a tune Mick admitted the band had rarely, if ever, 
played live before. Even more impressive, in terms of sheer 
grit, was the new blues tune “Back of My Hand,” which had 
Mick playing some raw slide guitar in tandem with Ron 
Wood Keith added improvised little string bends here and 
there. Now well into their 60s, the Stones are probably worth 
the $453 face-value tickets the couple to the left of me paid, 
and even maybe the $2600 the two people sitting in front of 
me bought theirs for on eBay. 

Neil Diamond could take a lesson from the Stones. And 
until he hit the stage a week ago Monday at the new Garden, 
it seemed Rick Rubin, the producer who helped make Johnny 
Cash relevant to a new generation by stripping him back 
down to his raw essence, was well on his way to doing the 
same for Diamond. Flanked by two modestly sized screens 
that showed the back of the solitary man in black — Dia- 
mond, that is — the stage was big and barren except fora 
lone guitar stand that held Neil’s black acoustic guitar. It 
was all just an illusion. As the lights dimmed, one keyboard 
player rose into view, followed by another. Then one side of 
the stage opened reveal half the rest 
Vegas-sized band — 14 members in all, including a four-man 
horn section, two guitarists, three background vocalists, a 
drummer and a percussionist, and a bass player. Rubin may 
be indeed be working with Diamond on a stripped-down 
homonymous album scheduled by Columbia for November 8. 
But the once ultra-flashy Diamond hasn’t done much to tone 
down his live act. wasn’t till was five songs deep 
set heavy with melodramatic chestnuts like “Remember Me” 
and “Beautiful Noise” that he picked the black acoustic up for 
“Longfellow Serenade” and rousing “Cherry, Cherry.” 

Unlike Cash, who'd been abandoned by country music’s 
core audience when Rubin got hold of him, Diamond remains 
his element old-school, Vegas-style entertainer with 
mass appeal. As of August 19, according to Billboard, he'd 
grossed over $40 million from his mostly sold-out tour of 
North America. It’s hard argue with numbers like that. 
True, the crowd draws mostly older one, peppered, 
it was at the Garden, with members of that younger demo an 
album produced by Rubin might just tap into. When Diamond 
dipped into material from his film The Jazz Singer — the senti- 
mental “Love on the Rocks” and a jingoistic “Coming to Ameri- 
ca” replete with images of the Stars and Stripes blowing in the 
wind and a soaring bald eagle — it was difficult to imagine 
him making the leap to a younger audience. Then again, it’s 
hard deny the elemental power “Sweet Caroline” and 
“Cracklin’ Rosie,” or Rubin's track record as a tastemaker. 

Downstairs at the Middle East a week ago Tuesday, the air 
was thick with teen spirit and nothing, not Neil, not the 
Stones, seemed more important than Boston’s newest pop 
sensation, who arrived fresh from opening for the Backstreet 
Boys Sunday night the Tweeter Center and from two weeks 
of dominating MTV’s TRL. There were also plenty of patient 
parents wading among the restless young crowd, and a few 
scenesters congregated the upper bar level who’d come 
see what all the fuss was about. 

Greetings from Imrie House (Lava/Atlantic), the Click’s neatly 
styled, guitar-driven debut, had only just hit stores that day. 
But from the moment the band took the stage, in the same 
matching Beatle-esque suits and shaggy haircuts they’re 
wearing on the album’s cover, and began to run through the 
disc’s 11 tracks from beginning to end, fans were ready to sing 
along. That would include the clean-cut choruses peppy 
tunes like “Good Day” and the built-for-prom-night rocker 
“Just the Girl,” a single written for the band by Fountains of 
Wayne’s Adam Schlesinger and produced, like the rest of the 
disc, Mike Denneen Division Somerville. 

sure, the Click Five come with some baggage, in- 
cluding a “special trading card” of each band member inside 
every CD (collect all five), and a keyboard player who spent 
most of the set blowing kisses to young girls in the crowd. 
(He appeared after the set upstairs wearing what looked 
a bathrobe and slippers.) And their polished, ever-so-slight- 
ly-punkish pop has been custom-tailored for today’s average 
teen. But unlike Britney or either of the Simpson girls, 
they’re not just Mouseketeers dancing along to backing 
tracks. They play hard, sweat hard, and hit pitch-perfect 
harmonies. They even finished the early-evening show with 
little piece ear candy for the parents the crowd 
revved-up cover the Wings classic “Jet.”

The staccato piano chords of his 
songwriting partner, Jared Rosen- 
berg, on the closing “Colour Us 
Canadian” put one final exclama- 
tion point on Koufax’s general feel- 
ings about being an American in the 
time of George W.

Now, af- 
ter a guest slot on an OC sound- 
track, Olly Knights and Gale Parid- 
janian seem poised to make in- 
roads in the US with their acoustic- 
guitar-driven lullabies. “Fishing 
for the Dream” and “They Can't 
Buy the Sunshine” name-drop LA, 
and they couple the acoustics with 
beats borrowed from the G. Love 
playbook. In other words, Jackinabox 
is Turin Brakes’ most Americanized 
album. Also their worst. The duo's 
lyrics had been complex, concise, 
and occasionally downright con- 
frontational. Optimist’s “72” dealt 
with the emotional side effects the 
so-called emergency contraception 
pill might have on a relationship; 
“Underdog” described a panicked 
flight from the scene of a potential 
suicide. The new Turin Brakes sing 
about lost fame as well as sand, 
sunshine, and babes. “Above the 
Clouds,” an airy love song with 
intelligent, emotive lyrics, is the 
one exception.

The Open House: 


The Most Important Class 
You Will Ever Attend 


Transcripts aside, finding the best graduate school isn't as easy as walking into the guidance office. 

Think back to the days of yellow lockers, manila-folder-colored hallways, and the all too familiar guidance office that contained a 
museum of metal filing cabinets with just about everything you Could possibly want to know about furthering your education. Now 
that you've gotten your undergraduate degree, and are starting over again as a graduate student, it's likely that you have many 
new questions 

When it comes to choosing a graduate school, the most important step you can take is attending an Open House. It is one of the 
most interactive and informative ways for you to find a school that meets your needs. 


On the day of the Open House, you will start off with a group information session in the Admissions Office. The information ses- 
sion, tailored to the program of your choice and mainly question and answer, will help you gain insight into such things as the best 
way to apply to the program, program requirements, post-graduate career possibilities, and funding your education through finan- 
cial aid, student loans, or a tuition reimbursement program 


Next, you will likely be invited to take a tour of the campus. The tour could be self-guided or led by a current student who can 
answer any questions that you have along the way. This is a great way for you to get a sense of the atmosphere on campus and 
to consider how you might feel if you were a student at the school. Browsing the pictures on a school's web site can't provide you 
with the kind of information that experiencing the surroundings for yourself can. 


After you take the tour, you might have the opportunity to attend a class in the program that you're interested in pursuing. You will 
be able to evaluate the school's faculty, the caliber of its students, and get a sneak preview of what to expect in the classroom 
Experiencing a class as an observer can also relieve some of the anxiety you may be feeling about going back to school, espe- 
cially if you have been out of the academic setting for a while and are nervous about retuming to the classroom 


Trust your gut — literally! Check out the cafeteria or dining hall and have a meal. Not only will you get to test the quality and diver- 
sity of the food offerings, you will also be able to observe the dynamics of current students mixing with faculty and staff. You may 
also strike up a conversation with someone who can provide you with the inside track about things such as the social scene, clubs 
and organizations for graduate students, how available the faculty really is, and how cutthroat the competition may be. 

The word ‘dormitory’ may cause your stomach to regret the meal you just had at the cafeteria, as you flash back to your freshman 
year in college; but when considering graduate school, it may be important to you that you have the option to live on campus. 
Some schools offer apartment style housing specifically for graduate students or married students, along with traditional dormito- 
fies where you might be mixed in with undergraduates. You will be able to ask questions about the housing possibilities available 
to you, and potentially tour or arrange to stay at one of the facilities. 


You might also consider personalizing your visit by meeting with a member of the staff - a professor in your chosen program, a 
Dean of Students, or a Graduate Admissions Officer. All of these people will provide you with more information, and might be able 
to tip the scales in your favor if you make a good impression. 


Not able to attend an Open House in person? Some schools now have virtual campus tours and live web cams on their Internet 
sites, so that potential students can catch a glimpse into “everyday life” on carpus from anywhere in the world. While certainly 


less informative than if you were on campus in person, these portals provide you with more actual data about the school than the 
Photos and snappy testimonials from students that grace most school web sites. 


Open Houses generally take place at least four times a year: twice in the fall and twice in the spring, depending on the school and 
the popularity of the particular program. Some may require a reservation prior to attendance, or a small fee. Contact the school in 
which you're interested for more details. Deciding to attend an Open House could be one of the most important decisions you 
make when choosing a graduate school — don't let the opportunity pass you by.

The sub shop in Quincy is nearly empty, as is 
the table in front of us. No food has been or- 
dered, and the guys behind the counter eye us 
suspiciously. If Harrington notices this, he 
doesn’t care. He wears a ripped shirt with a 
crumpled pack of Basics in the front pocket, a 
Teenage Head T-shirt underneath. His red 
hair mussed. His red whiskers are patchy. 
His face is puffy, splotched with a couple of 
red spots. In a voice that sounds a little like 
Ralph Nader, a little like Ralph Malph, he dis- 
cusses his life so far. 

He talks first about his grandfathers. One 
was a gentle admirer of the paintings of Nor- 
man Rockwell. podiatrist. “The Ned Flan- 
ders of his era.” The other, James’s namesake, 
was a Boston businessman, a huckster anda 
hard-drinking hellion who once told a young 
John F. Kennedy to go fuck himself. It’s appar- 
ent that, conscious of it or not, Jimmy Reject 
takes after them both. 

“IT had a disturbed childhood,” he says. 
“There were some pleasant memories, mostly 
centered around watching cartoons and draw- 
ing pictures. But I was bullied by other kids.” 

Then he found music. 

“I bought a copy of Duran Duran’s Rio and 
said, ‘That’s the best fuckin’ music I’ve ever 
heard. Those guys are the coolest-lookin’ 
motherfuckers.’ I just wanted to be like 
them. It was hard to emulate them with my 
JC Penney wardrobe. And I got the shit 
kicked out me. That got angry and led 
me to punk.” 

Punk! Loud, fast, angry, drunk, pissed-off, 
fucked-up. Jamie Harrington found G.G. Allin 
— the lewd and crude misanthropic stooge 
who savaged himself and the audience — and 
he idolized him. He discovered the Dead Boys 
and the Dead Kennedys. Johnny Rotten. Darby 
Crash. He pored over ’zines like Maximum Rock- 
nroll and Flipside. When he graduated from 
Marshfield High 1989, his parents bought 
him round-trip ticket New York City, 
where he “drank like a fish” and smoked real 
dope, hung out with (and uri- 
nated on) semi-legendary 
scenester and scribe Donny 
the Punk, and got the shit 
beat out him straight- 
edge kids at CBGB. Jimmy Re- 
ject was born. “I came for the 
anger, but stayed for the mu- 
sic,” he says. 

During this time was al- 
so “tormented by all sorts of 
mental demons.” In adult life, 
fective and bipolar. But back 
then he suffered through 
frightening delusions “that 
I was Jesus Christ, Adolf 
Hitler, and somebody else 
the same time all sorts crazy shit” 
without really understanding why. 

So he drank. And drank. He’s dry now, and 
gotten drunk since 2003..Still, says, 
“T love alcohol. I love getting fucked up. That 
was raison d’étre back then.” The cover 
The Enemy’s Within shows him, eyes caked in 
kohl, sucking lustily bottle Gordon’s 
gin. That was how find him most the 
time. “It was a sense of failure,” he explains. 
“A very sharp feeling of frustration, a big 
sense of rejection from females. There’s al- 
ways reason drink.” Perhaps worse for his 
precarious mental state, Harrington was com- 
plementing his liquid intake with sheets 
LSD and bushels pot. 

But music was an outlet, too. He could 
keep time drum kit and started playing 
drums for a series of bands. First, in 1987, 
came Social Status. (Reflecting the anti- 
nuke Zeitgeist, Harrington wanted call 
’em the Seabrook Mutants but was voted 
down.) “We sounded pathetic,” says. “Our 
amps were smaller than this table.” Ritual 
Silence came next, in 1990. “I won’t go too 
much into that, but they were real assholes. 

They kicked out without telling me.”

The Dismal Serenade, in ’93, 
were a bunch of “Nazi goons,” 
and a group he wishes he’d never 
joined. But the Dirge Carollers, 
in 1995, “were the band where I 
really cut my teeth.” They even 
played at the Rat. Then, a year 
later, Jimmy Reject auditioned 
for the Dimestore Haloes. 

“He was a little off, so to 
speak, but the entire band was 
like that,” frontman Chaz 
Matthews remembers. “Awk- 
ward, never knew what to say to 
people. We were all taking anti- 
depressants for various mental 
problems. It was hilarious that 
we all found each other and 
made music together under 
those circumstances.” 

But it was a glorious noise, 
melding the raw power of Hanoi 
Rocks and the Ramones, the 
glam-rock pout and louche sex 
appeal of T. Rex and the New 
York Dolls, the jilted romanti- 
cism of the Buzzcocks, the 
drunken dissolution the Re- 
placements. Song titles like “Kids 
Want Action,” “City of Bottles,” 
and “Hot Pink Stereo” pretty 
much told you everything you 
needed to know about the 
group’s aesthetics. 

And people loved them. Folks 
flocked Haloes gigs the Rat 
and the Middle East and O’Brien’s. The 
national punk ‘zines ate ’em up. 

But the Dimestore Haloes took the 
middle-finger attitude their music perhaps 
bit too far. For one thing, they did their 
level best to talk shit about other bands from 
the cliquey Boston scene in every interview 
they did. Their trash-talking was born 
“antagonism and frustration,” says Harrington. 
“Everyone always looks back and says, ‘We 
were just kidding.’ But I don’t think we were.” 

In 2003, after almost a 
decade-long run, the Dime- 
store Haloes called it quits. 
(Their final album, The 
Ghosts of Saturday Night, 
recorded in 2001 and 2002, 
was just released in June on 
Pelado Records.) The band 
ended part because they 
never really made the effort 
to get out and tour and 
build their fan base. But 
the group’s make-up also 
did them in. “In a band of 
social misfits, [Jimmy] 
was the biggest social 
misfit,” Matthews writes 
in an e-mail. “Where we 
were all functional certain levels, 
seemed not to be. It was the blind (us) leading 
the even blinder (Jimmy) sometimes.” 

Still, in many ways, Jimmy Reject was the 
Dimestore Haloes. “He really connected to 
the romance of what the Haloes were 
about,” says Josh Rutledge, editor Now 
Wave magazine, for which Harrington writes 
teviews. “Rallying against the apathy and 
mediocrity of the times, all that clichéd 
stuff. They were speaking out against that 
conformity, that shopping-mall ethos. 
think Jimmy really believed that he was do- 
ing something important.” 


WRITING WRONGS 

“I have this ongoing fantasy of kicking every- 
body else out of Massachusetts for a whole 
year,” Jimmy Reject writes in his LiveJournal. 
would bide time working from home 
a rock journalism gig. The only way people 
could contact would email. had 
to chat, I would call them. The scary and 
anti-social thing about that is it would take 
me quite a while to get sick of that. ‘Jim, it’s 
been six months since you’ve seen a human 
face. New York state is very crowded; you

want to let the people back in?’ ‘I don’t know, 
traffic’s pretty smooth and lines are very 
short the deli. Why don’t you give an- 
other two years. I’m really gettin’ to know 
myself out here.’” 

It’s not half-bad idea. 

Jimmy Reject writes for people who feel the 
same way. On his Web site (www. geocities 
.com/jreject), he posts a welcome letter: 


Your band just played a bad show. You 
just got rejected the girl your dreams. 
You just got fired from dishwashing job for 
incompetence. You stumble home 
through the late night streets, thinking 
that the rest the world too 
fathom how you feel. That’s when Jimmy 
Reject, the self described “Enemy Within” of 
modern culture is with you. He has psychi- 
cally tapped into your wrath, and off 
somewhere scrolling your dejection onto 
word processor, stretching your go nowhere 
ramblings to the annals of immortality. 


It started in high school. In 1986, Jamie 
Harrington wrote review the Ramones’ 
Animal Boy for some older kids’ mimeographed 
"zine. From there, he says, “it became sort 
of an addiction.” 

He cites William S. Burroughs and Lester 
Bangs couple his favorite writers. 
channels Burroughs’s “trippy flow,” and takes 
Bangs his model rock critic, who can 
simply sit down and bang out impassioned 
paeans and polemics. (Still, guy who 
has two books out, I’m not that big read- 
er. The last book that really kicked the 
ass was the Motley Criie biography. thought 
that was the bomb.”) 

The writing of Notes on Johnny Nihil— the 
story virginal high-school student named 
Tracy who discovers punk and pot, then finds 
herself falling for a shady, smackhead gui- 
tarist named Johnny Nihil — was different 
from anything Harrington had yet tackled. 
For one thing, he was sober. 

“December 2003 the last got 
drunk,” he says. “I’ve had three relapses since 
then. Usually on the eve of going back to the 
mental hospital. But mind, consider 
myself [at] well over year sobriety.” 

All the same, while writing Johnny Nihil, 
Harrington was under “immense personal 
duress,” having been diagnosed bipolar and 
having great difficulty with that, even with 
medication. “Like many times life, 


just shattered my ego,” he says. 
“The complexity that mindset 
kind of lends itself to that writ- 
ing. It’s the most finely crafted, 
meticulous, organized piece of 
writing I’ve done.” 

While the book has some 
awkward phrasing and its dia- 
logue can be a bit clunky, it’s al- 
so got a compelling narrative 
and real descriptive brio. Some- 
times, even its overwriting as- 
pires manic rhythm that 
approaches beat poetry: “Punk 
tock the manic guitar thrust 
nowhere kids charging the 
street like sleek atom bombs, to 
penetrate the womb of human 
intelligence, exploding cas- 
cading flow neon lust. will 
carry divine light prose 
through the darkened alleys 
greaser punks seduce and 
sweeten the crotches of teenage 
lust forever!” 

Best of all, it feels lived-in. 
Even though Harrington insists 
the work is entirely fictional — 
he’s never done heroin, for in- 
stance, but did consult a book 
his experiences bleed through 
the text. When Tracy checks 
into a mental hospital, when 
Johnny goes detox but the 

methadone doesn’t work, “they’re 
going through what I went through,” he 
says. “They’re having themselves crushed 
and rebuilt from scratch.” 

The book was therapeutic, in its way. It’s 
written from Tracy’s point view; Harring- 
ton thought it would be a challenge to write 
from female perspective and might help 
in other ways. “Some of my earlier stuff has 
sort misogynistic streak,” admits. 
“I’m working through that. don’t want 
get too deep into it, but it’s not much mi- 
sogyny as a general frustration and inability 
to be close [with a woman]. I’m dealing with 
that. And that’s all I’m gonna say about it.” 

There’s an empathy at work here, a 
solidarity with society’s outcasts. But 
Harrington is emphatic that self-improvement 
must come from within. “The theme 
Johnny Nihil is, if you need a messiah, be 
your own,” he says. 

There’s still work to be done. It’s one thing 
fuck-it-all teenage punk, full piss 
and vinegar and vanity and spleen, reveling 
in antagonizing society, But that changes, 
subtly but significantly, when you get older. 

“When was 18, listening punk 
records over and over, reading fanzines over 
and over, all that dogma and drivel about 
fighting the system, seemed kind tired 
even then,” Harrington says. Now, 
“as thirtysomething, can see how being 
outsider painful. It’s very different 
from being a punk rocker. It’s the fact that 
you can’t pay your own bills and have to be 
taken care of. really easy 
ashamed of, y’know? There aren’t many 
people walking around detached from the 
outside world who don’t feel some sort 
suffering from it.” 

He’s speaking, of course, of his own situa- 
tion. But sits there banging away 
old computer, working through his shit, 
also wants all the other outcasts out there 
know he’s with them, that he knows how 
they feel. That’s the opposite of rejection. 

“My aim was write something that 
was tangible use other people, only 
on an emotional level,” Harrington says. “If 
anyone reading this picks up Notes on Johnny 
Nihil and derives great help from it, then 
they’ve done me a bigger favor than I’ve 
done them.” ©

Middlesex Lounge 


Good food non-ironic, minimalist setting 


Middlesex Lounge is the latest creation of the 
minimalist geniuses Chris Lute and Matthew 
Curtis, who always seem to capture the very 
now, from Miracle of Science (a few doors 
away) and Audubon Circle Cambridge 
Even for them, Middlesex Lounge is a re- 
markably stark room, and it is so much bet- 
ter than anything else around that it makes 
me wonder: what do their houses look like? 
What their office like? What they wear? 
What's on their iPods? 

start with, there isn’t much sign 
marking the entrance. You have to know 
where going. But when the front door 
opens, it’s not empty room, even 5:30 
pm. (By nine, when the DJ starts, it’s a 
crowded scene.) There are low, rolling, 
bench-like seating platforms. There are 
square tables the exact same height made of 
inch-thick plywood. These things are 
arranged into alcoves along the walls, with 
the center open, but people can move them 
into any sort arrangement. 

Middlesex Lounge is a place where there’s 
nothing retro or revived, no camp, no irony. 
Awhile back, someone got so aggravated 
with ’6os and ’7o0s revivals that he started a 
movement calling for the progress of time. 
This is where the group could hold meetings. 

They could also have food — and as at the 
team’s other restaurants, it is quite good. 
(This menu is dinner-only; the restaurant al- 
offers weekday lunch with pressed sand- 
wiches.) There are 10 possibilities, no

desserts. Fairly arbitrarily, 
we started with shrimp 
shumai ($5) and “ten tiny 
tacos” ($8). The former, a 
typical Cantonese dim 
sum, are a half-dozen bar- 
rels shrimp sweet 
and fresh in their bamboo 
steamer as I’ve ever had in 
Chinatown. The soy-garlic 
dip was impeccable. 

The “ten tiny tacos” are 
even better, perhaps be- 
cause there is so little 
quality Mexican food in 
Boston. There’s a choice of 
black bean pulled pork, 
but our server allowed us 
to mix, so that’s what we 
did. Each taco is a neat 
canapé on a single cupped 
taco chip. Each contains a 
slice of jalapeno, like the 
nachos of old, but alsoa 
big leaf of cilantro, a slice 
of avocado, and a smidgen 
salsa. The beans pork 
really make no difference 
in the strong flavors of the 
trimmings, but each 
our 10 bites was excellent. 

We followed with the 
Kobe-beef burger ($14) and 
the porcini ravioli ($9). 
The latter were only six 
ravioli, each stuck with a 
toothpick; this served to 
one individual dumpling wild mush- 
its sauce garlicky cream. The 
burger arrived as a large, flat patty pressed 
into toast (the sandwich press still lurks 
somewhere) and cut into four fingers. the 
side were little deconstructed piles sea 
salt, cracked black pepper, and brownish 
mince with the sweetness of ketchup, but 
with different flavor caramelized 
onions! So you can put together a burger of 
traditional flavor profile, but without actual 
ketchup. The only weak spot here the word 
Kobe, implying supremely tender and expen- 
sive beef, but tasting rather run-of-the-mill. 

There are desserts. Apparently one eats, 
one drinks, one perhaps dances. For sweet, 
one walks a block to Toscanini’s. Perché no? 

We were still hungry, so we added an or- 
der of jerk-chicken sticks ($5), perhaps as a 
tacit tribute to the Jamaican restaurant and 
dance club, Rhythm & Spice, that used to be 
in this space, or perhaps as a tribute to Mira- 
cle of Science, which opened with a menu al- 
most entirely of skewers. The standard order 
is three; we added an extra ($1.50 addition- 
al). We were glad we did, as the skewers are 
thick and juicy, with plenty spice the 
appropriate allspice and hot pepper. The 
mango dip more like applesauce, not very 
mango, but very cooling the palate. 

It was too early for the bar drinks, but 
there’s a wine list and an excellent list of bot- 
ued beers, including some unusual ones, as

well as Guinness stout ($4) and Harpoon IPA 
($4). There is also a fine list of non-alcoholic 
drinks that includes San Pellegrino limonata 
or aranciata ($2), but not the weirdly Cam- 
pari-like “Sanbitter.” 

For more great minimalism, check out 
the bathrooms. First you have to get through 
unmarked (that no-sign thing again) doors 
nine feet high and two inches thick. Then 
you have a sink that looks momentarily like 
soapstone, but is actually the definitive con- 
temporary counter surface: sealed and tinted 
(black, in this case) concrete. Very cool. 


THE ROCKS 

Two hard blows for New England fish lovers as 
the commercial striped-bass season ends and 
summer bluefish runs into its slack period: 
new studies show that the codfish population 
on Georges Bank is still in decline, and more 
serious conservation may be indicated. Cod 
schrod isn’t the most flavorful of fish, but the 
local catch has been a sweet standby, and air- 
mail snapper is just not the same thing. 

Then was reading the new book, Striper 
Wars, by Martha’s Vineyard activist Dick Rus- 
sell. It chronicles the efforts to get the striper 
back on our tables when populations crashed 
in the 1980s. Those stories, which pull in 
everything from lying power companies to 
nuclear-plant outflow, as well as commercial 
overfishing, are important history, and en- 
joyable reading now that big stripers are 
back. What is frightening is Russell’s open- 
ing, about losses the crucial Chesapeake 
Bay breeding population to a commercial 
fishery for its prime food fish, menhaden. 
Once more, the striped-bass pyramid is 
crumbling at the base, and the villain is 
what used tout good ecology 
fishery for species one used eat. To- 
day, we eat farmed fish (more good ecology 
until you think it through) fed on fish meal 
made from menhaden. And, to ensure that 
we live long enough to see the striper popula- 
tion crash again, we take omega-3 fish-oil 
pills made from, alas, Chesapeake Bay men- 
haden. So once more the striped bass, a fish 
that fed early Americans well (while codfish 
provided a cash commodity), is headed for
